The Tybo Failure. 
The checks of the Tybo Consolida- 


ted mining company, a company do- 
ing an extensive mining and smeltiog 
business at Tybo, Nye county, bave 
been dishonored by the San Francisco 
banker of the company, Daniel Meyer. 
When the news reached Tybe that the 
company’s checks were dishonored, 
the people were at first dazed, but re- 
cevering their wits, made a grand 
rush for the courts to get out attaeh- 
ments. After covering the 9 
property with attachments, they be- 
gan attaching each other, ‘and for a 
time the est excitement reigned ; 
but it subsided at length, and an agree- 
ment was entered into between the 
superintendent of the cempany, N. 8, 
Trewbridge & Co., and the employees, 
by which the mine and werks were to 
be temperarily run. Matters remain 
at this stage at present, but what the 
end will be, no one can tell. 

The failure of this company is a 
blew at the perity of Nye county, 
and is peculiarly distressing te the 
peeple of Tybo, whose on and 
ty were wholly dependent 
en the company. The company em- 
ployed nearly men, and — 
about $75,000 in base bullion per 
month. The cause of the failure may 
be attributed te high taxes, the heavy 
discount of bullion, and to the lack of
